Mary  Queen  of  Scotland  remarried  in  1565  to  Henry  Stewart,  Lord  Darnley,  two  years 
later  she  had  borne  him  a  son  who  became  James  VI  at  the  tender  age  of  one  year.  In 
1603,  on  the  death  of  Elizabeth  I,  James  also  inherited  the  English  throne. 

James  took  a  great  interest  in  his  coinage,  both  English  and  Scottish,  changing  the 
king’s  titles  and  the  royal  arms.  The  lions  of  England  and  the  Fleurs-de-lis  of  France 
are  now  placed  in  the  first  and  fourth  quarters  of  the  royal  arms,  the  rampant  lion  of 
Scotland  within  it’s  tressure  fleury  counter-lieury  is  set  in  the  second  quarter  and  the 
harp  of  Ireland  in  the  third  quarter. 

The  front  cover  coin,  SH29  in  our  list  of  Scottish  hammered  coins,  is  a  James  VI 
twenty  shillings  of  1582,  showing  a  half-length  figure  of  the  young  king  in  armour 
holding  a  sword.  The  reverse  legend  is  HOMOR  REGIS  IVDICIVM  DILIGIT  (The 
king’s  power  loveth  judgment). 


CANADA’S  GOLD  MAPLE  LEAF  SALES 
SURPASS  10  MILLION  OUNCES 


The  Royal  Canadian  Mint  announced  on  11  May  that  more  than  10  million  troy  ounces 
of  Canadian  mined  gold  has  been  sold  worldwide  as  9999  fine  Gold  Maple  Leaf  bullion 
coins.  Since  the  product’s  inroduction  in  1979,  the  Gold  Maple  Leaf  has  consistently 
grown  in  sales  and  popularity,  making  it  now  the  most  liquid  gold  bullion  investment 
coin  in  the  world. 

Total  1986  sales  volume  in  ounces  was  1.507  million  ounces,  a  slight  easing  from 
1985’s  record  high  of  1.878  million  ounces.  Factors  affecting  the  results  included  the 
continuing  strength  of  worldwide  stock  markets  and  the  introduction  of  new  competi¬ 
tive  gold  bullion  coin  products. 

During  1986  the  Gold  Maple  Leaf’s  distribution  and  liquidity  increased  significantly. 
Major  sales  gains  were  achieved  in  Europe  and  Asia.  This  can  be  largely  attributed  to 
the  appreciation  of  major  foreign  currencies  against  the  U.S.  dollar.  Gold  Maple  Leaf 
imports  into  Japan  totalled  some  370,000  ounces  during  1986  which  represents  an 
increase  of  262%  over  1985.  In  Europe  Gold  Maple  Leaf  imports  increased  by  some

1  The  total  weight  is  311.04  metric  tonnes — the  weight  of  26  London  double-decker 

buses.

SEVENTEENTH  CENTURY  TRADE  TOKENS 
FROM  THE  THAMES  1981-86 


JOHN  R.  GILBERT 


In  many  circles,  mainly  due  to  an  unthinking  handful  in  the  fraternity,  and  I  do  stress 
handful,  metal-detectorists  and  their  machines  are  viewed  with  little  regard  and  much 
scepticism.  As  always,  the  few  ‘bad  pennies’  leave  their  taint  on  the  rest.  Conse¬ 
quently,  we  rarely  see  given,  from  neutral  sources,  any  genuine  credit  for  the  pursuit. 
In  fact,  so  harmful  has  been  bad  press  in  the  past  that  there  has  loomed  the  real  threat 
of  a  total  ban  on  the  machines,  save  for  professional  use. 

However,  in  most  spheres  of  this  wide-ranging  activity  they  are  employed  to  great 
effect,  saving  from  certain  oblivion  all  manner  of  things,  and  always  on  sites  that  would 
otherwise  be  neglected  until  destruction  through  the  professionals’  lack  of  inclination 
or  resources.  One  such  instance  is  the  River  Thames  and  the  work  carried  out  upon  its 
ancient  foreshores. 

Sadly,  very  little  ‘virgin-silt’  remains,  mainly  due  to  the  developers  who  are  forever 
gobbling  it  up  as  they  build  steadily  riverwards,  or  else  fouling  it  with  impenetrable 
layers  of  rubble.  Much  was  also  destroyed  in  recent  centuries  by  the  dredger.  But,  in 
the  few  pockets  left  intact,  those  with  enough  fortitude  to  face  the  often  back-breaking 
toil  and  sometimes  diabolical  conditions  have  retrieved  for  posterity  many  items  of 
interest,  the  majority  of  which  are' numismatic. 

My  particular  interest,  which  began  and  was  nurtured  on  the  river,  is  the  series  of 
trade  tokens  issued  midway  through  the  seventeenth  century.  Robert  Sharman’s 
article  ( Seaby  Coin  &  Medal  Bulletin ,  May  1983)  lists  a  number  of  previously 
unpublished  pieces  found  in  the  Thames  during  the  period  1975-80.  The  following 
adds  to  the  record  by  detailing  pieces  I  have  personally  recovered  from  the  silt.  The  list 
contains  pieces  omitted  by  Williamson;  and  also  pieces  not  included  in  Michael 
Dickinson's  recent  valuable  work.  Dickinson  numbers  are  given  where  he  has  listed 
pieces  not  in  Williamson. 

Other  collectors  and  detectorists  who  have,  or  know  of,  any  new  specimens  are 
urged  to  make  the  details  available,  so  that  a  time  will  hopefully  come  when  a  new 
seventeenth  century  token  will  be  as  remarkable  as  a  coin  cousin.  Then,  we  would  not 
only  have  tidied  up  the  story  of  this  vast  and  fascinating  series,  but  also  gained  much 
invaluable  information  about  that  rich  period  of  our  history.

These  two  token  almost  certainly  come  from  London  or  Southwark 


With  tokens  of  lead  and  pewter  there  is  sometimes  the  question  whether  or  not  a 
particular  piece  truly  belongs  in  the  series.  Some  obviously  do  ht  the  criteria  of  design 
and  content,  others  clearly  do  not,  while  many  fall  into  a  wide,  grey  area.  The  two 
pieces  in  the  above  ‘uncertain’  list  fall  into  the  latter  category.  While  they  do  not 
follow  the  standard  formula  closely,  they  do  give  names  of  issuers,  unlike  the  rest  of 
the  cruder  types,  which  usually  offer  only  an  initial  letter  or  simple  device  and  are 
often  uniface.  Names  occasionally  appear  on  the  larger  eighteenth  century  issues, 
though  these  cannot  easily  be  confused  with  seventeenth  century  types.  The  first  also 
has  a  date  that  fits  in  with  the  series,  while  the  second  uses  a  device  that  is  used  on 
other  Williamson  tokens.  These  two  pieces  have  as  much  right  to  be  included  as  many 
already  listed.  Others  may  have  their  own  opinions.  I  have  other  examples  that  I 
would  not  put  forward  myself  for  inclusion,  although  some,  better  qualified  to  judge, 
may  think  differently.  Perhaps  they  could  be  the  subject  of  a  later  article  about  lead 
and  pewter  tokens  found  in  the  Thames.

This  is  similar  to  diamond-shaped  tokens  I  have  seen,  and  is  definitely  of  mid¬ 
seventeenth  century  origin. 


Postscript:  I  would  also  like  to  query  the  following  token,  about  which  neither 
Williamson  (3392)  nor  Dickinson  mentions  a  drum  device.  Never  having 
seen  another  specimen,  I  can  only  speculate  at  to  whether  it  is  a  new  token, 
or  if  an  error  has  been  made  elsewhere.

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A  COIN  WITH  VAMPIRIC  ASSOCIATIONS 

An  account  of  the  curious  history  behind  the  Transylvanian 

necessity  taler  of  1611 


NICHOLAS  P.  WARREN 


There  can  be  few  members  of  contemporary  Western  society  who  are  unaware  of  the 
existence  of  a  Gothic  horror  story  called  Dracula.  Since  publication  in  1897,  this  minor 
classic  by  the  Irish  writer  Abraham  (‘Bram’)  Stoker  has  never  been  out  of  print. 

Modern  literary  scholars  are  now  agreed  that  the  character  of  ‘Count  Dracula'  is  in 
fact  a  composite  one,  based  on  two  real  historical  figures.  The  first  of  these  was  Prince 
Vlad  the  Fifth  of  Wallachia  (1431-76),  the  son  of  Vlad  Dracul  ‘The  Devil'.  His 
particular  penchant  was  mass  execution  by  the  ancient  Assyrian  technique  of  impale¬ 
ment.  This  earned  him  the  soubriquet  of  Vlad  Tepes — ‘The  Impaler',  from  the  word 
tzepa ,  a  spike.  This  is  said  to  have  inspired  the  traditional  method  of  vampire  killing, 
bv  driving  a  wooden  stake  through  the  heart.  The  second  source  for  this  composite 
character,  the  fictional  ‘Countess  Karnstein’,  was  almost  certainly  Countess  Erzsebet 
Bathori  of  Hungary  ( 1560-1614). 1 

The  Bathori  family,  originally  from  Swabia,  ruled  the  troubled  principality  of 
Transylvania  sporadically  for  nearly  40  years: 

Stephan  Bathori  1571-86  (also  ruler  of  Poland). 

Sigismund  Bathori  71594-99. 

Conquest  by  Prince  Michael  of  Wallachia  1599-1601. 

Sigismund  Bathori  1601-5. 

Interregnum  1605-6. 

Gabriel  Bathori  1608-13. 

Gabriel  Bathori  was  ousted  from  power  by  an  agent  of  the  hated  Islamic  Turkish 
Empire.  Both  he  and  Stephan  were  cousins  of  Erzsebet. 

Erzsebet  herself  is  notorious.  First  pilloried  by  Sabine  Baring-Gould,  author  of 
‘Onward  Christian  Soldiers',  as  a  ‘Hungarian  Bather  in  Blood'  in  1865,  she  is  still 
rated  as  the  world's  worst  murderess.2  She  is  alleged  to  have  killed  at  her  castle  in 
Csejthe  (pronounced  Chay-teh),  between  610  and  650  young  girls  specifically  in  order 
to  drink  and  bathe  in  their  blood  as  a  means  of  attaining  eternal  youth.  It  is  said  that 
the  girls  had  their  veins  pierced  so  that  their  blood  could  be  filtered  into  a  system  of 
pipes  which  ran  into  the  proverbial  blood-bath;  she  also  bit  her  victims.  This  led  to  her 
trial,  in  161 1 ,  as  a  vampire  and  werewolf.  She  was  found  guilty  and  bricked  up  in  her 
castle  until  she  died.  Today  only  ruins  of  this  remain,  so  that  the  material  evidence 
cannot  be  checked.  Even  in  161 1,  however,  a  political  trial  was  sensed.  The  prosecut¬ 
ing  authority,  the  Habsburg  King  Matthias  of  Hungary,  owed  a  heavy  debt  in  gold  to 
the  Bathoris,  and  he  may  well  have  realised  that  their  changing  status  in  1611  could  be 
turned  to  his  advantage. 


A  COIN  WITH  VAMPIRIC  ASSOCIATIONS 


Erzsebet  Bathori,  under  arrest  and  on  trial,  felt  certain  that  her  cousin  Gabriel  would 
come  to  avenge  her.  She  did  not  appreciate  that  he  was  also  beleagured,  by  the  Turks, 
to  the  extent  that  he  had  to  issue  an  emergency  coinage  in  order  to  survive.  His 
necessity  taler  of  1611,  the  very  year  of  the  trial,  illustrates  this  well.  The  coin  itself  is 
uniface,  but  illustrates  a  number  of  vampiric  associations.  It  is  now  rare.  I  have 
discussed  the  various  vampirie  motifs  in  the  Bathori  family  crest  more  extensively 
elsewhere.3 

On  its  one  face  the  coin  shows  a  version  of  their  Coat  of  Arms,  surrounded  by 
the  legend  GABRIEL  D.G.PRIN:TRAN:PAR:REG:HUN:D.ET.SI. COMES.  This 
Latin  inscription  appears  to  suggest  closer  links  with  the  King  of  Hungary  than  Gabriel 
Bathori  actually  enjoyed. 

The  Bathori  family  escutcheon,  as  depicted  on  the  coin,  reveals  the  following 
important  details: 

1.  A  crowned  shield  guarded  by  the  figure  of  a  winged  angel.  This  is  not  surprising, 
since  the  Bathoris  were  a  bastion  of  Orthodox  Christianity  against  the  onslaught 
of  Islam. 

2.  Three  wolves'  teeth,  joined  by  a  staff.  In  portraits  of  Erzsebet,  these  spell  out  her 
initial  E’.  On  the  coin  the  figure  is  reversed.  The  connection  with  werewolfism  is 
obvious. 

3.  Seven  castles  or  turrets.  This  appears  to  be  a  reference,  not  to  reality,  but  to  the 
importance  of  the  number  seven.  A  vampire  was  likely  to  be  the  seventh  son  of  a 
seventh  son.  This  appears  to  have  been  a  deliberate  attempt  to  insult  the  teachings 
of  Islam.  Seven  was  central  to  vampire  lore:  a  vampire  or  victim  was  classically 
found  floating  in  seven  inches  of  blood.  What  occurred  after  metrication  is  not 
recorded! 

4.  An  enveloping  dragon,  shown  biting  its  own  tail.  This  is  a  classical  motif,  the 
ourobouros  of  alchemy,  a  pseudo-science  which  pursued  the  ‘elixir  vitae’,  the 
secret  of  Eternal  Youth,  just  as  Erzsebet  Bathori,  or  indeed  Count  Dracula,  is 
alleged  to  have  done  through  the  agency  of  blood. 

The  Bathoris'  guilt,  other  than  by  association,  can  no  longer  be  proved.  Vlad  Tepes, 
by  contrast,  was  highly  successful  in  his  quest  against  the  forces  of  Islamic  domination. 
Having  defeated  a  Turkish  army  at  the  Battle  of  Giurgiu,  he  had  23,809  hostages 
impaled  around  him  as  he  ate.  The  Turks  were  repelled.  Possibly  the  Bathoris  staged  a 
similar  deterrent.  They  can  only  be  said  to  have  failed.

This  type  commemorates  the  celebration  of  the 
Secular  Games  held  in  A.D.  88.  These  games 
were  scenic  games  and  sacrifices  performed  by 
the  Roman  state  to  commemorate  the  ending  of 
one  Saeculum  and  the  beginning  of  a  new  one. 
The  Saeculum  was  defined  as  the  longest  span 
of  human  life,  fixed  in  the  Republican  era  at 
one  hundred  years.
